INTERESTING EXPERIMENT IN 
ELECTRICITY. 














There are few experiments in that interest- 
ing subject, electricity, that can be successfally 
practiced by the young, on account of the ex- 
pense attending them and the apparatus re- 
quired to perform the experiment; but I give 
below a very interesting one, which, I believe, 
originated with myself, and which can be per- 
formed by any trio having in their possession 
the simple articles named. |’rocure four glass 
tumblers or common glazed teacups, and hav- 
ing wiped them dry as possible, hold them 
over the fire to evaporate any moisture which 
may still adhere to their surface; for if there 
is the least moisture it makes a connection, 
and spoils the experiment. Place them upon 
the floor in a square, about one foot apart, 
place a piece of board upon the tumblers, and 
and have a person standing upon the board. 
This person is now completely insulated, the 
glass being a non condactor of electricity. Now 
take a common rubber comb, and having
